term, and offered not the slightest 
chance of profit. 
Tile effect, however, of Barbicane’s 
communication was not confined to 
the frontiers of the United States; 
it crossed the Atlantic and Pacific, 
invading simultaneously Asia anet 
Europe, Africa and Oceanica. Tile 
observatories of the Union placed 
themselves in immediate communi­ 
cation with those of foreign coun­ 
tries. Some, such os those of Paris 
Petersburg, Berlin, Stockholm, Ham­ 
burg, Malta, Lisbon, Benares, Ma­ 
dras, and others, transmitted their
